In corridor conferences the 
movement to scuttle the farm bill 
picked up momentum. Mrs. Nor¬ 
ton predicted a “determined bloc" 
would “make trouble” unless the 
petition is completed by tonight. 

Rep. Cavagan (D., N. Y.) add¬ 
ed, "the cotton boys are going to 
get it." 

The labor bill's backers con¬ 
tended they were entitled to sup¬ 
port from farm-state congressmen 
because they always had aided 
farm legislation. Many southern 
members have opposed the wage- 
hour bill on the contention it would 
harm industrial development of 
the South.

FOUND IN SKY 


PASADENA. ITPI—The naked 
eye .sees B Capricornia as one of 
the sky's brightest stars. The 
telescope shows it to be two stars. 

Now. Dr. Roscoe F. Sanford, 
using a .spectro.scope attached to 
one of the Carnegie institution’s 
Mount Wil.son ob.servatory reflec¬ 
tors. discloses it as three. 

“Binaries, two atar.s revolving 
about a common center of ma.ss, 
are romparatively common,” the 
astronomer said today. “But to 
find a s.y.stem of three stars is 
unusual. In fact, in ways it is 
the first of its kind di.scovered.” 

If the “fission” theory Is correct, 
one star breaks off from another 
infl the two go whirling around 
m a ring-around-ro.sie, and “always 
they keep the same face toward 
each other,’’ .said Dr. Sanford. 

"In the ca.se of B Capricornia, 
the larger star might have given 
birth to another and then the 
daughter became the mother of 
the third.

For one thing 
the rules committee provided 
the defense with n«ie big break 
by Its revised interpretation of 
the forward pass Interference 
nile. 

The interpretation seemed in¬

“Either w'e must refu.se to drive 
the.se private cars at a loss,” said 
Jack Lloyd, spokesman for the em¬ 
ployes, "or we must go into the 
buslne.ss of buying and selling the 
gasoline and oil cooperatively. 
DISPATCHER SYSTEM 

Supervisor John Mitchell prom¬ 
ised the employes, however, that 
none would be penalized for re- 
fu.sal to drive private cars at a 
loss, and that he would attempt to 
.set up a dispatcher system in the 
county garage which would pro¬ 
vide county transportation for all 
employes having to travel. 

"Riverside county does that,” he 
remarked, "and saves thousands of 
dollars a year.” 

Mitchell and Supervisor N. R. 
We.st both contended, however, that 
a private car can be driven for 
less than three cents a mile. 
ESTIMATE CHALLE.NGED 

West and Mitchell, Lloyd charged, 
have based their e.stimate of cost 
of operation on cars driving 25,000 
to 30,000 miles a year, whereas 
welfare department averages here 
are between 7000 and 8000 miles. 

"Data accumulated by the big 
corporations and other counties, " 
said Lloyd, "indicate that all of 
them are paying considerably more 
than this county. They’re not fools, 
and we shouldn't take the attitude 
that they're all out of step but us. 
Possibly they know what they’re 
doing."

The state of California, he point¬ 
ed out, pays 5 ',2 cents per mile for 
u.se of private cars. 

Supervi.sors promi.sed to consider 
the conversation, as well as fig¬ 
ures compiled by the employes, and 
make an early decision.

Some plants with.stand more cold 
than others, but a great many of 
our beautiful plants freeze at near¬ 
ly the .same temperature as do our 
oranges.

Late pruning should be avoided 
with tender plants as this will tend 
to force out new growth just prior 
to the frost. 

Protection is managed by mound¬ 
ing the earth up around the base 
of the plants and wrapping the 
trunk with several thickne.sses of 
paper. The entire plant cannot be 
covered in this manner as it ex¬ 
cludes the air and light which are 
necessary for life. 

Coverings may be made by build¬ 
ing a frame and drawing heavy 
unbleached muslin or duck cloth 
tightly over it, removing as soon 
as the cold snap has passed. If the 
covering remains on too long, new 
growth may result, which is de¬ 
cidedly harmful. 

Sprinkling with water following 
a cold night is beneficial. Many 
plants may be protected from dam¬ 
age if the sprinklers are allowed 
to spray over them all through 
the night. The water will be warm¬ 
er than the surrounding air and 
the freezing of ice over the plants 
will hold the temperature up to 
about 32 degrees.

Notwithstanding that certain 
groups in the recent past attempt¬ 
ed to leave the impression that 
Dr. Francis E. Townsend had-de¬ 
serted an attempt to get The Gen¬ 
eral Welfare Act, H. R. 4189, the 
Townsend bill now before the U. 
S. Congress enacted into law, the 
announcement has been made by 
National Townsend headquarters 
of the appointment of Otis J. 
Bouma, newspaper man as repre¬ 
sentative at Washington during 
the entire session of 76 Congress. 
Bouma haiis from Minnesota and 
according to the Townsend Week¬ 
ly is trained and experienced by 
having been connected with many 
political campaigns. 

"Through Bouma, Townsend na¬ 
tional headquarters will work 
closely with the Townsend plan 
congressional steering committee, 
backing their efforts for favorable 
con.sideration of H. R. 4199 with 
the full force of the growing na¬ 
tional organization.” 

Bouma has been connected with 
the Townsend movement since 
January 1934 when he became a 
charter member of the first Town¬ 
send club formed In Racine, Wls. 
He arrived in Washington Nov. 
14 and immediately began his 
work of contacting congressmen 
and laying the ground work for 
pushing the Townsend bill on to 
the floor of Congress for consid¬ 
eration after Jan. 1. He makes his 
first report of his work in the 
Nov. 29 issue of the Weekly and 
tells of various congressmen who 
have sought him out to express 
their appreciation for his pres¬ 
ence in the capital city and as¬ 
suring him of their support for 
the Townsend measure. 

The Nov. 29 i-ssue of the Town¬ 
send Weekly in Official Bulletin 
No. 11 serves notice of the dis¬ 
continuance of electing congres¬ 
sional district boards and notifies 
the clubs that the offices of pres¬ 
ent serving boards will automat¬ 
ically terminate on Dec. 31, 1937. 
It seems according to the 0:fi- 
cial Bulletin that official board 
management has not worked out 
satisfactorily in most places over 
the nation and a growing dis-^st- 
isfaction has resulted. In some 
places it seems that board mem¬ 
bers have as.sumed too dictatorial 
an attitude which the clubs have 
re.sented. The writer feels that this 
deci.sion to discontinue district 
boards will be disappointing to 
many of the 19th district Town- 


sendltes who have been fortunate 
in having an unusually efficient 
and self-sacrificing district board. 
The members of the board from 
Orange county are: E. E. Proud, 
La Habra; John L. White, La¬ 
guna Beach and John W. Sauers 
of Tustln.

The year 186S was a tragftc one 
in American history. While It 
witnessed the close of the Civil 
War on April 26, the Mississippi 
river ran rampant, hurling its 
muddy waters with devastating ef¬ 
fect over damaged levees, spread¬ 
ing death and destruction.

Vicksburg campaign for their 
homes in the North. Floating 
debris and violent eddies hampered 
the steamboat’s progress as she 
chugged and puffed north of Mem¬ 
phis, Tenn., past desolate islands 
of clinging earth. 

Early in the morning of April 
27 the Sultana pushed her way 
60 miles north of Memphis, past 
a point of land known to river 
men as Black Cat Light. Here 
the flood had swelled the country¬ 


side for 25 miles on either side 
of the channel. And while a few 
scattered refugees at Black Cat 
watched, the Sultana’s tubular 
boilers strained and gave way un¬ 
der their Intense load. 

With a roar and a blinding flash 
the river packet was blasted apart 
by the explosion.

Are Newspapers at Fault? 

American newspapers as a group are taken to task 
for “over-emphasis on the gloom in the news.’’ This criti¬ 
cism comes, not from some outside, prejudiced source, but 
from their own conservative trade journal. Editor and 
Publisher. 

In its current issue, the periodical quotes a British 
visitor as remarking that “the newspapers were evidently 
doing their best to force a new depression.” While Editor 
and Publisher disagrees with this extreme view, it does 
voice a complaint against wrong emphasis. 

“Stock market dives,” it points out, “got eight-column 
headlines, while a recovery 48 hours later, almost as sen¬ 
sational as the break, took a single-column sub-head. Re¬ 
peated references appear in columns and editorials to the 
‘serious’ character of the present business movement. On 
one page of a recent New York newspaper, we counted 14 ; 

heads which emphasized the least cheering facts in the 
stories they covered.” 

Referring to the demands for tax revision and the 
squelching of labor fanatics. Editor and Publisher re¬ 
marks, “the news seems to carry an unconscious pressure 
of propaganda that will forward those aims. There isn’t 
any doubt that our British friend was correct in judging ' 
that a depression can be manufactured from such news 
handling.” 

To make clear that it is not arguing for a policy of ' 
suppression or minimizing of the facts, the paper adds: 
“Editor and Publisher has never stood for the idea that 
you can beat a depression by suppressing bad news. We 
carried our share of it in 1931 and 1932, despite advice 
from the field that its moral effect was bad. We have 
never advocated that weaknesses in the business structure 
be concealed with the idea that they are self-healing. We 
don’t believe that news of bank failure should be held down 
while insiders bail themselves out and leave the unin¬ 
formed depositor holding the bag. News, good or bad, 
should be published for the public guidance, and with the 
emphasis where it belongs.” 

A favorite morsel of gloom, it goes on to say, is the 
weekly steel production index. Yet, according to Standard 
Statistics, this is valueless as a barometer. In fact, when 
steel production reaches bottom general business may be 
considered to have regained the upward swing. 

There are strong constructive factors. Editor and Pub¬ 
lisher concludes, which completely overshadow the inci¬ 
dentals of Wall Street speculation. “There is no real es¬ 
tate glut. There is no banking weakness. The inflation 
of Wall Street values has been largelj^ corrected by the 
market movement since August. There is no immediate 
prospect of war. Money is plentiful and reasonably priced.

Amongf the many problem.s in¬ 
volved in the task of providing de¬ 
cent homes for people who live in 
urban and rural .slums is one which 
up to now has received no men¬ 
tion at all, but which, neverthe¬ 
less, comes early in the experience 
of anyone who has ever undertaken 
to build himself a bower in the 
suburbs, with roses around the 
door. 

That is the melancholy state to 
which the art of house building has 
declined under cover of pretty 
shutters, fake antiquity and dogged 
quaintness, all designed to catch 
the eye and divert attention from 
sprung seams, mislaid plumbing, 
carele.ssne.ss, incompetence and 
miscalculation on the part of those 
who do the building. 

In touching on this subject once 
before I brought down the wrath 
of many architects, contractors, 
dealers in building materials and 
skilled trades implicated in the 
misfortunes of the bag-holding pri¬ 
vate owner, but the situation is 
one that deserves consideration in 
any national housing plan. 

Architects reported that the 
owner is most to blame for his own 
expensive disappointments, becau.se 
he sees a picture in color on the 
cover of a magazine and wants a 
house just like that on a 50-foot 
lot, complete with chromium and 
mock-leather bar in the cellar, a 
Hollywood swimming pool in the 
garden and a room where he and 
his guests may .shoot pool, all for 
$10,000, of which only $1500 is to 
be cash. 

The contractor .sang a hymn of 
hate with a few specialized verses 
about the changeable mind of 
woman which wants to convert 
the laundry into a breakfast nook 
with built-in Dutch furniture and 
the living room into a cedar closet 
just about the time he is ready to 
pack up and call it a done job, and 
all for the original price. 

The dealers said they preferred 
to sell first-class materials, but 
often were compelled to deliver 
tra.sh against their own earnest 
advice becau.se the owner wanted 
appearance above all el.se and an 
illusion, not a house. The carpen¬ 
ters, plumbers, electricians, ma- 
son.s, tinners and all insi.sted that 
they worked only to orders and 
couldn't make good hou.ses out of 
bad material, and in the end, to 
hear them tell it, the baffled bour- 
geoise, sitting under an umbrella 
in his parlor on the night of the 
first rain, was an uncommonly low 
scoundrel whose troubles served 
him bloody well right. 

There may be a suspicion of 
truth in these matters, but the fact 
remains that in the life of many 
sad Americans there has been no 
experience more trying to man’s 
faith in his fellow man than that 
of building a hou.se. It is their 
contention, supported by legal con¬ 
tracts and canceled bills, that a 
house is not really built until it 
has been built over at least once, 
at the owner’s expense. 

If the architect draws a dream 
and the contractor undertakes to 
materialize it for an agreed price 
there arc certain fundamentals ac¬ 
cepted by both parties to the deal 
which are simple enough. The 
pipes should give water and the 
roof should not, the plaster and 
paint should stick but the doors 
should not, the furnace should not 
blow up nor the smoke blow down, 
and the foundation .should be made 
of good cement, not maple syrup. 

If the lot is a swamp, the archi¬ 
tect and builder, out of their 
knowledge, should advise the vic¬ 
tim that his cellar probably will 
become an aquarium and not prom¬ 
ise to take care of the matter with 
a special preparation of magic, 
flood-resisting dough. 

The government’s own experi¬ 
ence in house building has been 
mixed. The Herald Tribune, al¬ 
ways there with helpful criticism, 
disclosed a few years ago that in 
one project foundations and houses 
touched at only a few points. On 
the Florida keys, however, houses 
built with federal assistance ac¬ 
cording to a .sensible, though re¬ 
markably hideous plan, are intend¬ 
ed to resist the worst hurricane 
that ever can come to blow. They 
seem stout enough for that, but the 
test is yet to come. 

But in Pas.samaquoddy viilage, 
at Eastport, Me., the army engi¬ 
neers built a Christmas card settle¬ 
ment of houses for the white col¬ 
lar help employed on the dam proj¬ 
ect at a cost of about $2000 each, 
with the frank proviso that they 
would not last beyond five years. 

They had no cellars, and they 
were made flimsy, though tight, in 
the expectation that after five 
years the dams would be done and 
the village written off as an item 
in the cost of construction. 

But if it costs $2000 to build a 
cottage on cheap land, by mass 
production to last only five years, 
the big national project will be 
starting over again before it has 
been finished the first time.

Carlisle breaks even, Willkie 
gambles; but game is friendly; 
legion fails to reappoint lobby- 
i.st Taylor after Europe trip;

WASHINGTON -- As busine.ss 
confidence restorers, those two 
fanfared utility conferences held 
by the President were an inter¬ 
esting brace of poker games. 

Roo-sevelt played an absolutely 
dead hand. Not only had he no 
thought of making concessions on 
his power policies but when con¬ 
cessions were suggested he bris¬ 
tled resentfully. 

His opening cants were the 
“prudent investment" rate-making 
theory, which he enunciated sev¬ 
eral weeks ago. But beyond start¬ 
ing the play, he didn’t turn a 
chip. 

Floyd L. Carli.sle, sauve head of 
the Morgan-controlled Con.soli- 
dated Edison company of New 
York, was just as i anny. He 
stayed in the game on the open¬ 
ing bet, a-s.suring the President he 
.saw eye to eye with him on his 
rate view.s. But after that he 
played his cards just as close to 
his chest as Roo.sevelt. 

Result was that not a word was 
.said about TVA, the holding com¬ 
pany act, the Norris "little TVAs" 
bill, or any of the other New Deal 
power bugaboos. Roosevelt smiled 
and chatted ingratiatingly and 
Carlisle matched him coo for coo. 

No bets and no calls were made. 
Afterwards, the utility tycoon told 
newsmen that his company 
planned to spend $100,000,000 in 
the next two years for improve¬ 
ments and expansion — carefully 
refraining from explaining that 
most of these expenditures would 
have been made anyway in the 
normal course of business. 

• * • 

GAMBLER 

The President had better luck 
with Wendell L. Willkie, head of 
the Commonwealth and Southern 
corporation. 

An emotional little man and a 
direct competitor of TVA, Willkie 
rose to the President's come-on 
opener hy to.s.sing in a stack of 
chips in the form of a memoran¬ 
dum proposing a number of im¬ 
portant changes in Administration 
policy. 

Chief of the.se changes were: 
(1) modification of the “death 
sentence” provision of the holding 
company act; (2) the government 
to pay a “fair price" when it buys 
out a private utility. 

In exchange for these conces¬ 
sions Willkie offered: (I) to ac¬ 
cept "prudent inve.stment’’ as a 
rate ba.se; (2) to throw out ail 
the valuation "write-ups" di.s- 
closed several years ago by the 
federal trade commission in its 
famous power investigation. 

“But that investigation did not 
nece.ssarily uncover all write¬ 
ups,’’ interposed Roo.sevelt. “Also, 
a long time has elap.sed since 
then. There may be new write¬ 
ups.’’ 

Willkie did not answer this ob¬ 
jection. Instead, he turned the 
conversation to the "fear” which 
New Deal policies had created 
in the power industry. As long as 
this apprehension exists, Willkie 
declared, expansion and develop¬ 
ment will not be forthcoming. 

“What do you mean, fear?” 
shot back the President. "How do 
you explain the fact that the Ten¬ 
nessee Electric Power company, 
one of your subsidiaries that op¬ 
erate in the shadow of TVA, has 


increased its sales 40 per cent 
since 19.'i3, its gro.ss revenue 2.31 
per cent and its net revenue 91 
per cent? That doe.sn’t look like I 
fear to me. j 

"You are the people who are 
talking fear,” Roo.sevelt contin¬ 
ued. "Your business isn’t afraid. 
It is blooming like a rose in the 
spring." 

Willkie dropped the subject. 

Net Results: C.’arlisle promised 
nothing more than he had already 
planned. Willkie was willing to 
horse-trade. Roosevelt promised 
nothing ilefinite to either. but 
there, was an atmosphere, of per¬ 
sonal rapprochement about both 
meetings which was most impor-:

He was left suspended in mid-air 
while the Legion chiefs deliberate 
further what to do about him. 

Taylor has been national direc¬ 
tor of legislation almost since 
the birth of the Legion.

In the midst of the fight, 
Taylor hied himself off to Europe 
on a junketing trip. 

Legion brass hats were furious, 
and the present action is the re¬ 
sult.
